They  were  as  one  body 
co-operating  with  him  also.  Work- 
ing together  and  working  with 
him.  This  joint  fellowahip  with 
each  other  and  with  Paul  was  for 
the  furtherance  of  the  gospel. 
They  were  active  in  carrying  on 
the  gospel  at  home,  in  their  own 
city  and  community,  but  they  were 
assisting  Paul  in  his  work  in  the 
regions  beyond.  He  makes  men- 
tion ip  chapter  4:10,  15-17.  They 
gave  of  their  means  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Apostle  while  he 
preached  the  gospel  to  the  desti- 
tute. ..They  worked  at  home,  they 
worked  abroad  through  their 
means  for  tho  furtherance  of  the 
gospel.  Observe  this  co-operation 
was  continuance,  “from  the  first 
day  until  now.”  The  ideal,  New 
Testament  church  is  active  and  lib- 
oral  from  the  dawn  of  its  being.  It 
is  a working  force,  a center  from 
which  eminates  a power  and  tnflu- 


blood,  should  be  ob* 
served  annually,  unless  lie  changes 
the  fule.

Hje  simply  tells  them  what  the 
Lorji’g  Supper  is  for,  aod  that  they 
must  always  observe  it  for  that 
purpose  alone.  Some  one  else  is 
read}'  to  say,  “The  first  disciples 
observed  the  Supper  every  Sun- 
day,  for  wo  read  in  Acts  20,  that 
the  disciples  met  to  break  bread  on 
tho  first  day  ol  the  week."  Will 
you >please  notice  three  things  on 
that, point?  I.  It  is  very  doubtful 
whether  or  not  the  Lord’s  Supper 
is  referred  to  there.  Jameson,  Faus 
set,  and  Brown  ft  their  comment 
on  ‘^broken  bread,”  etc  ,say  it  was 
not,  and  they  would  have  found 
the  fSupper  there  if  they  could.

$l,25O,0CO.  The  month  was  also 
exceptional  in  that  it  was  devoted 
to  the  minting  of  gold  coins  only.* 
The  total  ontpnt  of  gold  was  $14,- 
000,(100,  alL-of  which  was  in  double 
eagles.  If  these  coins  were  laid  in

the  mint  employes  say,  celebrated 
the  birthday  oi  John  II.  Landis, 
chief]  coiner  of  the  mint.  The  coin- 
age did  not  represent  a full  month’s 
work,  as  the  actual  minting  was 
not  ftilly  under  way  until  January 
5.  The  f,ush  wi|l  be  kept  up  for 
soma  time,  as  there  is  $60,000,000 
worth  of  gold  bullion  now  in  the 
mint  vaults  awaiting  coinage,  and 
there  is  a demand  for  tho  gold. 

Tbiere  are  now  511  persons  in 
the  iffiint  and  238  in  the  coinage  de- 
partment, many  of  them  working 
over  time.  Some  idea  of  the 
amount  of  labor  required  can  be 
formed  when  it  is  homo  in  mind 
that  there  are  thirteen  distinct  pro- 
cesses in  the  qvolutiou  from  a gold 
bar  to  the  coin.  The  demand  for 
the  Rouble  eagle  is  ascribed  to  a 
change  of  custom  in  Europe-  For- 
merly gold  bars  were  asked  for  by 
thdse  who  had  shipments  of  large 
amoffnls  to  make  to  Europe,  as  the 
gold  coin  aent  there  was  melted 
and  recoined.

We  say,  suppoae  be  becomes 
aware  of  such  a situation,  will  he 
not  be  influenced  thereby  even 
against  his  judgment  as  to  what 
would  boa  better  course  ?

Tbe  force 
ot  an  artificial  and  unfair  combina- 
tion drives  him  to  fall  io  line  with 
tbe  machine  in  order  to  reach  his 
profession.  Such  a system  is  un- 
just to  tbe  teacher,  injurious  to  the 
public  school,  and  unfair  to  othpr 
colleges.  It  is  easy  to  see  that  a 
j man  of  broad  and  thorough  eduea- 
| tion  may  be  olaaseJ  by  his  certifi- 
cate from  tbo  county  examiner  far 
below  another  man  with  much  less 
general  culture.  The  former  is 
educated,  but  has  not  been  coached. 
The  latter  has  been  drilled  in  the 
tow  questions  and  on  the  particular 
branches  which  come  up  in  a com- 
petitive examination.  If  onr  public 
schools  are  npt  wbat  they  ought 
to  be — those  schools  which  touch 
every  young  lifo  and  which  ape 
paid  for  ont  of  every  man’s  pocket 
— their  defects  may  come  from  one 
or  two  sources.  In  the  first  place, 
money  which  ought  to  go  to  them 
for  the  general  good  may  have 
been  diverted  through  influential 
lobyists  and  political  managers  to 
professional  schools  and  alleged 
university  education. 

Thet-o  is  far  more  incentive  to  an 
ambitions  politician  or  Inadr  to  se- 
cure steb  appropriations  snd  link 
'his  niiirao  with  prominent  institu- 
tions (ban  there  is  to  sewnre  more 
generous  appropriation  for  every 
district  school  in  the  State.  Our 
children  deserve  the  very  bust  we 
can  giyo  thorn,  especially  at  the 
formative  poriod  of  their  lives.  In 
tho  next  place,  when  the  Slate 
opens  a short  cot  to  tho  teacher’s 
desk,  it  has  put  a premium  on  in- 
competoucy.  It  is  possible  that  a
